Jum rufous-pubeseeunt. Elytra almost parallel, 7.31 mm. long, 2.6 mm. wide naeross 
)he liumeri aud ea. 3.3 mm, at their widest. Surface and pubescenee almost as on 
pronotum and head. Snture narrowly elevated aud pale-pubesceut. A pale-pubes- 
eent. ine about 0.25 nnn. wide extends from the humeri to about 0.8 mm. from 
the apex of each elytrou. À narrow but distinet eostula is present ou each elytron 
parallel to the suture and midway between suture and pale line, Sides of elytra, 
as well as sides of pronotum, obseurely piler pubesceut. Ground color of elytra 
uniformly dark, not lighter under tlie stripes. Underside of body with sparser and 
louger pubescenee than above, the surface clearly visible; pubescenee uniformly 
rufous except for some black toward the apex of the tarsi. Legs moderately stout, 
ceutirely blaek in ground color. Auterior tibiil spurs two, spiuiform, the inner 
longer; inner posterior tibial spur slender, tapered-stieklike, the outer about twice 
28 hrond, slightly expanded apically. 

The size of the three paratypes is almost exactly the same as in the holotype. 
1n one male and the female paratype the pronotum has à pair of small pits in tlie 
postero-lateral impressions, X feehle indieation of these pits is present in the other 
paratype and in the holotype. "The color of the two male paratypes 1s almost the 
same as in the holotype, except that one of them has the elytral vittae slightly 
narrower. The female paratype is not s0 briliantly eolored aud the last ventral 
nbdominal segment appears to have entirely black. pubescence.

Kinegsville (Kleberg €Co.), Texas, C. T. Reed Coll., in the collections 
of Cornell University. All three localities are near Corpus Christi. 

"l'his species is nzined in honor of Dr. Wilbur R. Enns. who recog- 
ulzed that the holotvpe could not be assigned to any described species. 
In my 1945 key to the species of. Zpicauta, eis? runs to couplet 24 
but is distinet in having the pubescence mainly rufous over the whole 
body. ]t is unlike any described species from Mexico or Central 
America. |t belongs to group BB, subgenus Epicamta, and appears to 
he most closely related to. E. strigosa. 


A NE'W REAPED OPIUS FROM AFRICA 
(HYMENOPTERA : DRACONIDAE) 
by D. T. FurLLAWAY, Jfonolulu, Hawaii. 


The following new species was ipehided. in » ceolleetion of. Opus 
reared from various fruit flies im Africa by JJ. M. MeGough. 
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Opius ottotomoanus, new species 

Female.—Length 4 mm.; ovipositor 4 mm, Head and thorax shinimig black; 
abdomen bright fulvous; antennae, sheatlis of the ovipositor, hind tibine, and 
tarsi black or blackish; palpi and tegulae pale yellow; mandibles exeept ot tips, 
front, middle, and hind legs exeept tibiae and tarsi, bright fulvous, wings hyaline, 
stigma and veis blaek or blaekish. Body, including abdomen, with sparse pale 
hairs amd sparsely punctate, especially on face. 

Head hroader thau thorax and twice as wide as thiek, broad behind the eyes; 
ocelli disposed in the form of an isosceles triaugle in the middle of the fronto- 
vertex, a tight group set in a shallow basin, the individual members alhnost 
touching; oeelloeular line twiee length of base of triangle; vertex in front of 


oeelli transversely striate on either side of a smooth, depressed area; s sbort 


oval; faee eonvex, wider than high, anteunae inserted at upper margin aud 
rather widely separated, the serobes as far apart as distance to eyes, a short 
median carina below; clypeus somewhat teetiform, the anterior margin angulate; 
malar space twiee the width of base of mandible; gena even wider ind strongly 
margimed; antennae 39-segmented, seape and pedieel rather short and thick, 
flagellar segments all longer than wide, the proximal ones four to five times 
longer than wide, segmental length deereising distally; palpi, particularly the 
maxillary, slender, elongate. 

Pronotun not visible from above, pleurum with a cerenulated groove on posterior 
margin; mesonotum convex and with foveolated parapsidal grooves extending 
diagonally from anterior lateral angles eaudally, converging before apical margin, 
forming median aud lateral lobes, the former rather prominent, the latter witli 
foveolated lateral margins; amesopleurum crossed by vertieal and horizontal 
crenulated sulei; scutellum convex; presceutellar sulcus divided by costae into 
four pits; metanotum with a narrow eostate groove between anterior and posterior 
cearinated margins on either side of à median longitudinal carina; propodeum 
convex, eoarsely rugose (retieulate areolate), especially at sides, and with a short 
mediur longitudinal earina anteriorly, spiracle nmünnute, circular. 

Abdomen elongate oval; first tergite ligulate, eonsiderably wider apically thun 
basally, the median plate aciculate; sueceeding segments weakly separated. 

Legs fairly stout. Wings long and rather narrow, three to four tines as long 
às wide, faintly eloudy; stigma laneeolate, three to four times as long as wide, 
radius emitted from its middle; first abseissa of radius more than lhalf stigma 
width; second abseissa twiee length of first but shorter than first cubital cross- 
vein, which is iuterstitial with reeurrent vein; second cubital cell wider than 
high but hardly twiee as wide; nervulus posttureal; nervus parallelus joining 
medial below the middle; postnervellus present. 

Male,—Süinilar to female exeept for sexual differences and the apical segineuts 
of the abdomen black or blackish. 

Deseribed from eight female and two male specimeus (type, allotype, aud. para- 
types) reared from a species of. Dacus infesting eultivated gourds in the Ottotomo 
Forest Reserve in the French Cameroons (West Afriea), November 1, 1951, by 
J. M. MeGough. One specimen labeled as from eucurbits, Cameroons, May 21, 1951, 
J. M. MeGougl, appears to be the same. This speeies is closest to Bridwell's 
desideratus or Szepligeti's caudatus, but is readily distinguishable by the black 
hind tihiae and tarsi.
